London, July 29.—Twenty-six sailors are believed to^have 


perished when the British ship Mangara, 1821 tons, was tor- 
pedoed by a German submarine in the North Sea off Lowes- 
Joft, on Wednesday. The pilot, captain, chief engineer and 
two sailors were landed at Lowestoft today and three other 
members of the crew were picked up and takep to Yarmouth. 
The rest of the crew, 26 in all, are missing. 


Another neutral ship hac been added to the list of German 


submarine victims when a dispatch from Stavanger, Norway, 
announced that the Norwegian steamer Nordlyzt had been 
towed there after being found abandoned with a large hole in 
the port side caused by the attack of a German U boat. .The 
hold was full of water nnd the vessel had lost'its rigging.

attention from our citizens. Veryifew men had been so close- 
ly identified with our city and its interests for upwards of four 
score years. Mr. Brewster was loyal to his city and his church. 
Of the former he used his pen to such good 'advantage that 
many of his articles pertaining to-the early history of our cily 
became of national interest. An extensive traveler, he formed 
a .wide-personal acquaintance and on all occasions, both in 
private and public life, he was a credit and honor to his native 
city. Up to his very last clays Mr. Brewsler took a very keen 
interest in historical research and it is very doubtful if any 
one was any better posted on Portsmouth, past and present. 
As a chronicler of local events he did much to spread the fame 
of our'fair city and although he has passed to (he Great Be- 
yond his kindly trails, as well as the deep interest he took in 
i'lis native.city, will loii£:liiig'er wi({Whose who knew him besi 
and appreciated his sterling qualities "of manhood. 


Changes in Rural Life. 


As quoted in (he Journal of Education, Rev. Charles O. 


Bemies takes a ralhcr gloomy view of conditions in the rural 
districts of the country. Me finds that many of these districts 
lost in population between 1900 and 1910 and thai even the 
flourishing state of Iowa as a whole showed a loss in popula- 
tion during those ten years. 
Mr. Bemies accounts for the 


shrinkage in the rural districts by the drift to (he cities and 
large towns, and in (his he is right, but it is a question whether 
he is allogelher correct when he assumes (hat it is invariably 
the best blood that is drawn from (he country districts, beyond 
Ihe'facl liiat it is. usually young blood full of (he energy and 
nmbilion of youlh. 
. • . 


There is one filing (hat sends young men, and young wo- 


men, loo, from the farms into oilier avenues of occupation 
which by many is not recognized in proportion to its impor- 
tance, and that is the multiplication of machinery for doing 
the work that formerly had lo be done by hand. 
In the old 


clays a fanner with four or five brawny sons and half as many 
daughters could find work 'enough for them all at home, but 
this cannot be done today unless the farm be one of unusual 
size. VVilli modern equipment two men will accomplish more 
on a farm than half a dozen could by hand, and the unavoida- 
ble result is that some of the boys and girls must leave when 
1hey are ready to begin life for themselves or remain as an 
incubus on (he family and Ihe farm. 


Mr. Bemies also finds that Ihe social life of rural communi- 


ties has delerioafed under Ihe influence of the .trolley lines, 
rural mail delivery and the telephone, which have largely done 
away with the village store and the postoflice as semi-social 
centers. 
It is (rue thai fanners and (heir sons are no longer 


obliged lo depend upon (he grocery and blacksmith shop for 
the news of the day, which is brought to their doors daily by 
the mail carrier, but while Ihis condition may have its draw- 
backs it also has its benefits. Easy communication and quick 
and cheap transportation have moulded the rural districts into 
parts;of larger centers. 
This has.changed life v among' the 


farmers materially, but the changes are iteC all foY (he-worse 
by any means. 


The fact is that rural life is nol going lo Ihe clogs as fast-as 


some imagine. There is yet a good. deal.of substantial pros- 
perity on (he farms, and in many sections Hi is is increasing 
rapidly. There is no occasion for throwing up (he sponge and 
going.-into hysterics over country life in this country. 
The 


rural districts are far from being in a precarious condition.
